Johnson trial 
may start Nov. 12 


Vernon Vilroy Johnson, Sierra Madrean 
who was charged with the murder of his 
wife 1 Vi years ago, will probably start trial 
Nov. 12, according to the bailiff at Dept. H 
of Superior Court in Pasadena. 

Proceedings must start within 10 days of 
the setting of the trial, the bailiff explained. 
The first possible date Johnson’s trial may 
start is Nov. 12; however, it might be ex¬ 
tended, the bailiff said. 

The body of Betty Florence Johnson was 
discovered in the middle of the street a block 
from the Johnson home in Sierra Madre in 
June, 1985. Johnson was arrested for the 
murder the next day and has been out on 
$50,000 bail since. 

The trial is open to the public.

Arson leading 
cause of fires 

It Is no secret that arson Is the lead¬ 
ing of fire damage. In 1985, Incendiary 
and suapiclous fires In structures fires 
In structures accounted for $1.67 billion 
or one of every $4 lost last year In struc¬ 
ture fires. 

This arson problem, according to a 
report {ust released by the National Fire 
Protection Association (NFPA), consti¬ 
tutes the largest single cause of property 
damage due to fire In the U.S. 

The average loss per Incendiary or 
suspicious fire was just over $8000. In 
most buildings outside the home, how¬ 
ever, the average Is much higher, on the 
order of $20,000 to $30,000 per fire. 

The majority of Incendiary and sus¬ 
picious fires occur outdoors and do not 
Involve buildings or vehicles. Brush, grass, 
forest, trash and rubbish fires show up 
consistently In national estimates. 

The rate of arson structure fires per 
100,000 population In cities of 250,000 
population or more has been roughly two 
to three times that of communities of few¬ 
er than 25,000 people. In communities un¬ 
der 25,000 population less than one struc¬ 
ture fire In 10 Is arson or suspected ar¬ 
son. 

Thirty-five percent of those arson-in¬ 
volved persons are under age 18.

Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 

We live in a haunted house. Besides 
strange tappings and closed doors being opened, 
ours is not the most haunted. That label 
belongs to a house — where else, but in 
England. The house is the Borley Rectory, a 
damp, rambling Victorian house-type on the 
north bank of the Stour River in Essex. 

For more than a century there were 
“sightings.” There was writing on walls, bells 
ringing and organ music and weird monastic 
chantings. The rectory was built in 1863 
for Rector Henry Dawson Ellis Bull. It was 
soon after he, his wife and 14 children moved 
in that the happenings began (and no wonder 
with 14 kids!). One child saw a nun. The other 
a transparent visitor — another a dark figure 
of an old man and another was slapped in 
the face. 

The vicar’s son took over the rectory in 
1892. He saw a headless man. In 1929, two 
years after the son moved out — lucky guy — 
a poltergeist took over — or should 1 say 
poltergeists. They threw things about and made 
a complete mess out of tbe house. The 
housekeeper left on her own recognizance. 

Others lived in the house, but in 1929 — 

yes, our century — the house was damaged 
by fire. In 1943, the house was excavated. 

At a depth of three to four feet, workers 
found the remains of a woman’s skull and 
pendants which had religious symbols on them. 
Seances were held and it was found that a woman 
was murdered in a building on the site. The 
mysterious messages on the walls told that 

her body was buried in the cellar where the 
skull was found. 

Well, to this day, the rectory — or Borley 
house — still has strange lights in the windows 
and strange noises. And for the over-imaginative, 
writings appear on the walls, not writings of 
a child. 

Did 1 frighten you? I certainly hope not. 

It’s a bit late for Halloween, too early for 
Friday the 13th and it’s not even raining outside 

yet. Besides, our house is more interesting.

Is culture shock for pastor

As a result of our re¬ 
cent visits to El Sal¬ 
vador, I now know a 
quick way to experience 
culture shock. Just hop 
on any number of air¬ 
lines serving central 
America and fly down 
and into a completely 
different world. 

Many miles out into 
the countryside, the 
green jungle sparkled as 
warm breezes dried the 
recent rains. Since our 
dilapidated bus broke 
down while trying to 
climb the last hill, we 
had the pleasure of walk¬ 
ing to Santo Thomas — 
the location of the or¬ 
phanage we hoped to vi¬ 
sit.

They told us 
how her grandmother 
had decided that the 
child was evil and must 
never be shown to any¬ 
one, lest evil fall upon 
them as well. Then, we 
realized why the child 
was so pale. God only 
knows how long this ba¬ 
by had been kept in this 
dark room. We instruct¬ 
ed the parents to disre¬ 
gard these foolish ideas 
and remove the egg and 
the bracelet. Then, as 
our friend described the 
difference between 
witchcraft and faith in 
God, we prayed for her 
eye to be healed. 


A moment later, she 
awoke and looked up at 
us and smiled, her eye 
well. We then carried 
the child out into the 
fresh air and sunlight 
and presented her to her 
slightly-bewildered, but 
grateful mother. It was 
then our great pleasure 
to pray with the whole 
family, aunts, uncles and 
grandparents, to ask 
God’s help in learning 
how to become followers 
in this new “faith in 
God’’ kind of life¬ 
style.
